If the proposed amendment had been entered, the current 35 USC 1 12, 1st lack of written 
description rejection would have been removed. If the proposed amendment had been entered, the 35 USC 101 and 112, 1st paragraph 
lack of enablement rejections would be maintained for the new limitations "comprising a naturally occurring allelic variant of SEQ ID NO: 
5". As stated in the online Genetics Home Reference definition, an allelic variant is an alteration in which the significance is unclear until 
further study of the genotype and corresponding phenotype occurs in a sufficiently large population.
